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The Truth of The Republic of Texas 
Notes and That Syracuse Fable 


My attention has been called to an article published in a Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., paper which was based on an interview or informa- 
tion given by a person there styling himself as an “expert on 
Numismatics and Paper Money,” who is quoted as having ex- 
pressed his “ideals of sentimental principles of his researches” and 
endeavoring to appear as the “hero” of the discovery of the lot of 
Republic of Texas notes, but which in reality is only a pet scheme 
of his to discredit and to give vent to his personal spleen to the 
“Texas Dealer,” as will be shown here. 


Knowing the character of this “sentimental party,” having had 
some dealings with him some few years ago, and which necessi- 
tated my publishing to the Numismatic Public my experience with 
him, which, by the way, was not very sentimental either, I paid no 
attention to his outburst. But in a letter recently received from a 
friend, one of our best known Massachusetts numismatists, he 
informs me that while the Syracuse article itself is not against me, 
everyone knows who it is intended to be against, and that this 
Syracuse man is doing considerable “talking’”—that people who 
can least afford to say anything talk the loudest. It appears that 
this Syracuse party is mailing copies of his article to various col- 
lectors over the country and is talking that which he does not dare 
print. Another friend writes: “This Syracuse party sure seems 
to have it in for you.” 


So that collectors whose attention has been called to this out- 
burst of the Syracuse Idealist may know the truth as well as his 
motives for his article, I will state the facts as they really are and 
as they can easily be substantiated. 


Now, first, after covering himself with a coat of glory for his 
deeds in this idealistic sentiment of research, he states in the 
article that a cool million dollars worth of the currency was 
“stolen” and that through his efforts, prompted by his high patriot- 
ism and, undoubtedly, “sentimental principles,’ was recovered. 
He does not, however, state that the man who originally had the 
bills did not for a moment endeavor to conceal the fact, thinking 
that he did no wrong in obtaining them, as will be shown later. 


e 


Second, the article states that the uncancelled notes are re- 
deemable for their face value and that “it would have been easily 
possible to clean up $200,000.00 on the lot” !! Also, at the close, 
our sentimental “expert” drops a tear and says that “it’s pretty 
tough to knock a man out of a ‘few hundred thousand dollars’ ” 
(but what is a man to do when he is blessed with such idealistic 
principles?) And of course, up in Syracuse, a “few hundred thou- 
sand dollars” must only be a trifle, especially to the sentimental 
“expert” with a P. O. box as his only address. 


Third, and here is where our sentimental “expert” shines, he 
states that a “Fort Worth Dealer” offered in one of his sales some 
150 of these bills as “excessively rare’—(the quotation marks are 
his) —and that at the rate these sold for the lot would have netted 
over $200,000.00! Of course, to an “expert” of his caliber it would 
have been child’s play to “easily sell a few hundred thousand dol- 
lars” worth of old bills. He also states that he called the attention 
of the Comptroller to the fact that the 150 bills offered brought 
$1,200.00. To an expert who juggles with a “few hundred thou- 
sand” dollars, a little matter of twelve hundred dollars—though it 
would keep up his box rent for a while—would hardly matter, but 
evidently his muddled brain wouldn’t work very well, as the entire 
lot of bills offered brought less than $450.00. All through his 
article can be noted, especially after knowing his character and 
reasons, that his “idealism of sentimental principles” are ideals of 
spite seeped in spleen for the sole purpose of endeavoring to dis- 
credit the “Fort Worth Dealer,” for reasons as explained a little 
later in this article. 


Then this “expert” works in a little apology to the effect that 
the Texas bills HE possessed he secured from those that were 
passed out as “souvenirs.” But he does not explain that these 
“souvenirs” would come out at unusually coincident periodical 
times and offered as excessively rare at $7.50 to $40.00 per note! 


Now, first, if it had not been against his ideals and sentiments 
to state the truth, he could have easily ascertained, if he really did 


not know, that the lot represented LESS THAN ONE-SIXTH the 
amount stated in the article. 


Second, as to redeemable value of the notes: Is it possible that 
this “expert” knew no better than to state that the uncancelled 
notes were redeemable at face value? Of course, it is superfluous 
to state here that, cancelled or uncancelled, the entire lot was not 


. 


redeemable for a single cent. Let us hope that it was ignorance 
that prompted this statement from this “expert.” 


Third, the only partially truthful- statement regarding the 
notes this idealist seemed to have slipped in in the article, evidently, 
though, through no fault of his, was that the notes were catalogued 
by the “Fort Worth Dealer” as “excessively rare,’ although IN Roy 
truth only twenty-two of the 150 notes offered were so catalogued; 
but even then I dare to differ with this sentimental “expert,” and “"’” 
feel confident that collectors who know, not “experts” of this ’**” 
Syracuse caliber, will bear out my statement that the notes offered “ tiedsong hy 
WERE and ARE excessively rare. They were the pick of the lot, - : 
and of some of which there were only one or two duplicates! The 
greater portion of the balance, especially of the scarcer notes, were Pree. 
all cancelled and in worn condition. These were to have been made _— ¥ | 


up in sets and distributed among the High Schools of Texas, as aBnep ibe WA 


was suggested by an ex-president of the American Numismatic “x + 
Association, and as was mentioned to Mr. Tittle, the chief clerk to %= 
the Comptroller. r 


Now, as to the prices realized for these choice notes, I would 
like to know, Syracuse Idealist, how the prices and classifications 
compare with the prices and classification you asked for a single set 
which I am reliably informed you unsuccessfully endeavored to sell 
to a Numismatic Society? And laying aside for a moment your 
“sentimental principles of research,” is it not a fact that the ap- 
pearance of this lot of paper money knocked your own little scheme 
in the head, that of selling it at a high price to a Numismatic 
Society—the bills, of course,—not the head? And in conclusion, 
were not your “sentimental principles of research” mainly prin- 
ciples of spite to “get even” with the Fort Worth Dealer for the 
little justified publicity he gave you some few years ago, in which 
his experience with your “sentimental methods” was made public? 


If it was only his “idealism of sentimental principles” that 
prompted him to publish the article, why did he not first endeavor 
to ascertain the truth, if he really did not know it? But if he had 
stated the truth it would not have served his ulterior purposes. 
But he sent copies of the article to the ‘““Numismatist” and to the 
“Philatelic West” for publication. But both, Mr. Brodstone of the 
“West” and Mr. Duffield of the ‘“Numismatist,” are men of differ- 
ent ideals than the Syracuse patriot, and of course both did not 


publish it. 


MY CONNECTION WITH THE TEXAS BILLS. 


On March 23rd, 1915, I received a letter from Mr. E. c. C. 
Smith, from Jefferson, Texas, offering a lot of Texas Bills and 
enclosing a list of them. I made him an offer for the lot, subject to 
my inspection. He sent me the bills, but upon examination I found 
so few, especially of the scarcer varieties, in desirable condition, 
that a counter offer was made and finally accepted by Mr. Smith. 

After the transaction was closed, Mr. Smith sent me a list of 
dealers and collectors to whom he had offered the bills and who had 
made him an offer on a portion of the lot. 

Having frequently received inquiries for Texas bills, I selected 
the best of the lot and included and sold them in my next 
sale. 

On September 27th, I received a telegram from Mr. L. W. 
Tittle, Chief Clerk to the Comptroller, at Austin, asking for an 
appointment in my office for the following Monday. I immediately 
wired him, making the appointment as requested. 

On Monday, both Mr. Tittle and Mr. Smith called at my offices. 
Mr. Tittle stated that the Comptroller had been receiving letters 
regarding the currency, but that he had paid no attention to them, 
as we all know that all higher officials are constantly receiving 
letters from cranks. Then the Governor began receiving similar 
letters and therefore the Comptroller’s office desired to have the 
notes returned, and under what conditions would I return them. 
I immediately told him that if there was the slightest doubt as to 
the legality of their possession that I did not want them at all. 
Mr. Smith stating that he would reimburse me if I incurred any 
loss. I promised Mr. Tittle to return the notes. I returned them 
myself, receipt for which I hold from the express company. 


When the Syracuse article came out and my attention was called 
to it and to the fact that its purpose was that for slandering me, 
and that copies of it were being mailed by the Syracuse ‘‘expert’’ 
and that what he could not publish, he was using his tongue, I wrote 
to the Comptroller’s Office at Austin, asking for an expression of 
their views as to my connection with this matter. 


Here is what Mr. Tittle, the Chief Clerk who had charge of the 
whole matter, writes me: 


“In the month of October, 1915, I visited your 
offices in Fort Worth for the purpose of recovering 
some Republic of Texas notes that I understood had 


been purchased by you from Mr. E. E. C. Smith, of 
Houston. 

“When I informed you of my business you very 
willingly gave me all the information pertaining to 
the purchase of these notes, * * and said that you 
were willing to return all the notes you had in your 
possession. , 

“You were perfectly open in your transaction with 
me and stated that if there was anything wrong about 
the matter that you wanted nothing to do with it. 
Your transaction with me was very fair, and as you 
stated you had nothing to conceal in the matter, I be- 
lieve you acted honestly and fair.”

In the course of our conversation I obtained the following in- 
formation, which briefly is as follows: 

Mr. Smith, who is an auditor, was doing special work in the 
Comptroller’s office at Austin. A portion of the notes were kept in 
tin boxes in the office, while the remainder were in the basement. 
Mr. Smith noticed the clerks in the office displaying their “rolls” of 
Texas Currency. He asked them where they got it and remarked 
that he would like to have some of them. He was told that there 
was a “wagon load of the stuff’ in the basement and to go “help 
himself.” He went and got a quantity of the notes, some 5000 
pieces, secured a copy of the “Philatelic West’”’ and wrote to sev- 
eral of the dealers advertising in that magazine, with the results as 
above stated. 

From the straight-forwardness in which Mr. Smith wrote,— 
from the fact that he wrote to several dealers and collectors, send- 
ing them a list of what he had, and not in the slightest degree 
attempting to conceal his possession of the notes, it is evident that, 
as he stated to me in the presence of Mr. Tittle, that he did not for 
a moment think his possession of the notes illegal. 


In the Syracuse article it states that the party wrote from dif- 
ferent places from Texas. Mr. Smith does special auditing work 
for the counties of the State and of course necessarily travels 
wherever his work requires. 


I am not holding a brief for Mr. Smith, but from the manner in 
which he acted all the way through the transaction as compared 
with the methods employed by the “expert” of Syracuse, his name 
should be cleared from any odium the Syracuse “expert” endeav- 
ored to place upon it to benefit his own ends. And it is not in my 
line to endeavor to advance my interests at the expense of attempt- 
ing to slander the character of others. I believe that without 
egotism on my part, I can state that I advertise more extensively 
than anyone else engaged in this profession. And in the many 
years of my successful career I can point with warranted pride 
that in the numerous advertisements and thousands of circulars 
and circular-letters issued by me, there is not a single statement 
which may be construed as a reflection on any of my competitors. 
Men who travel a path marked by blackened characters and have 
no better excuse to offer than personal spite—the weapon of the 
scandal monger—are soon relegated to the proper level. 


Now, in conclusion, I wish to add that the above represent the 
facts as I know them and as they can easily be substantiated. I 
vouch for every statement made in this article and am willing to 
vouch in a more substantial manner: 

Though I haven’t a “few hundred thousand,” I have a sufficient 
balance to permit me to take out one hundred dollars which I now 
propose to deposit with the Chairman of the Board of Governors 
of the American Numismatic Association. A like amount—(by 
certified check or draft, please) —to be deposited by the Syracuse 
“Paper Money Expert,” with the following conditions: 

That if these statements made by me in this article are proven 
to the satisfaction of the majority of the Board of Governors to be

A. N. A. and the Syracuse $100.00 to be returned to its owner. If, 
however, the Syracuse party is unable to refute the statements and 
charges stated in this article within a reasonable length of time, 


his $100.00 is to go to the A. N. A. and my deposit to be returned 
to me. 


My aim in publishing this article is not intended as a reply to 
the Syracuse Idealistic “Expert.” Outbursts of his kind deserve 
and get the attention only of those of his own low turn of mind. 

A prominent Philadelphia Numismatist informed me that when 
this Syracuse party called at his office, this Numismatist refused 


to do any business with him simply on the strength of this man’s 
record among the Eastern dealers. I am also informed that his 
application for membership to a Numismatic Club was rejected for 
a like reason. 


This article is therefore simply a statement of the true facts 
which can easily be substantiated without the slightest doubt, 
and is published for the benefit of the Numismatic Public who I 
know are interested at all times in what is just and fair and to 
whom an introduction or defense of my business methods and per- 
sonal character is, I dare say, hardly necessary.

There are a few cranks who seem to take 
delight in annoying auction cataloguers. They bid 
in lots, and after retaining them for some length 
of time, for purposes best known to them, either 
endeavor to obtain a discount or return the lots. 
Among this class of cranks is one Ab. Atlas Leve 
of Syracuse, N. Y, His unsatisfactory as well as 
unreasonable dealings have not been few, but his 
recent dealings were so void of any respectable 
consideration that we feel it our duty to inform 
other dealers and collectors of his unfair dealings. 


In the November sale held by B. Max Mehl 
he bid in two lots. The sale was held on the 2end, 
and on December 10th, he writes that he is not en- 
tirely satisfied with the lots and MAY BE obliged 
to return them. And then in reply to a letter that 
the lots were as catalogued and that their return 
could not be considered, he writes, PROMISING TO 
MAKE RETURNS by the first of JANUARY. But on the 
3rd of January he returned only ONE lot, stating 
that he would not accept it, and further states 
that he dces not owe anything to the cataloguer, 
ignoring the amount for the other lot (but return- 
ing it) after forcing another request for it. And 
now we note that he advertises in the January "Num- 
ismatist™ a coin from "Mehl's Sale," and this is 
the IDENTICAL COIN which he had ALREADY RETURNED as 
unsatisfactory after retaining it more than thirty 
days. This is only one of his several unsatisfact- 


ory dealings. 


To the President, Board of Directors and Members, 
American Numismatic Society.

The writer, a member of the American Numismatic 
Sceciety, in good standing, herewith charges EB. Max Mehl, of 
Fort Vorth, texas, with conduct unbecoming a member of this 


rganization. 


fo wit: 

fe First - Mr. Mehl, in April 1915, purchased some 10,000 
pieces of Texas currency and documents from one, E. E. ©. Smith, 
who came by them in a questionable manner. Obviously Mr. 

Mehl must have known that no person could own such a quantity 
of Texas notes legally, and he acknowledged receiving the said 
property when he placed them in his auction sale and advertised 
them. The fact that the Comptroller of the State of Texas com- 
pelled Mehl and Smith te return all the Texas items they had 

on hand, some 20,000, proves conclusively that they were ac- 
quired illegally. the fact that 150 lots of the texas notes 
were placed by Mehl in his Smith sale, proves conclusively that 
Mehl offered and sold the stolen property. Included were quan- 
tities of Sam Houston doauments and letters, very valuable to 
the State of Texas, as general historical collectors. Wr. HB. C. 
Crane of Sweet Water, Texas, Postmaster at that place, told 

Mehl in 1913 that the Texas items were stored in large quanti- 
tits in the vaults of the Comptroller's Office, so Mehl knew 
positively the said items came from the capitol and were stolen, 
when he bought them of Smith. He surrendered the notes only 
when a Texas State Officer made two trips from Austin to Fort 
Worth to get them. He was caught with the goods. Even the 
price he paid, $300.00 for 10,000, would convince anyone that 
the property was stolen; especially items that were extremely 
rare for years. 


Second - Mehl advertised these Texas notes as "excessively 
rare", when he had 10,000 more of them in his safe. Members of 
the American Numismatic Association as well as outside collectors 
bid fair prices on the 150 lots--but they would not have done so, 
had they known that Mehl had thousands of them to put in future 
sales. In the "Numismatist" of May 1915, Mehl advertised the 
notes, etc. as follows:

OF THE 'EXCESSIVELY RARE' REPUBLIC OF TEXAS CURRENCY.

tnirad - Mehl in his catalog of the B. W. Smith sale, held 
on May 25th, 1915, deliberately tacked on about 150 lots of 
texas notes; and the consecutive numbering of the lots made it 
appear that Mr. B. W. Smith of Hedlands, California, owned the 
texas items. ‘This was done presumably to lead collectors to 
think that the Texas notes were still rare and belonged in the 
Smith collection and many collectors did s0 bid on them.

secured at this sale were unfair for notes, which, considering 
E. E, C. Smith had 10,000 more of them, were actually worth 
three cents each to a dealer, as I understand now that there 
were more than 20,000 pieces taken from the Capitol basement. 
The enclosed two copies of letters from Smith to myself prove 
conclusively that Mehl bought the stolen property and that the 
price he paid for the same was $300.00. Letters that I have 
from Governor James E. Ferguson of Texas, and Comptroller H. E. 
Terrell, prove conclusively that the State of fexas was very 
glad to get the notes back; and that they were taken illegally. 
Many Southern papers published various versions of the theft 
and return of the items; but they are in point of fact about 
the same; all agree that the notes were stolen. 


Smith, behind locked doors, confessed to the. theft of the 
Texas notes only when the third degree was applied to him. No 
immunity bath was given Smith or Mehl; no promises were made 
| by the State not to prosecute. The case went before the Grand 
| ) Jury and criminal charges were preferred and the case is not 
| ended yet. I tell this to disprove Mehl's statement that the 
| theft was thought lightly of. fhe property recovered is now 
| very carefully placed in a secure vault. 


Sixth - I also charge B. Max Mehl of Fort Worth, Texas, 

with abusing all principles of honest advertising,as well as 
| insulting the intelligence of collectors,when he deliberately 
caused his advertisements to read so as to mislead collectors.
